Since the Cariadian Red Cross 
inaugurated its Blood Donor Ser- 
vice, 1,800,000 blood donations have 
been taken at 400 clinics through- 
out Canada, according to Red 
Cross reports, The dried blood ser- 
um that has been rushed to many 
parts of the world has resulted in 
tthe saving of thousands of lives, 


In the blood banks of Britain, 
victims of robot-bombing and the 
great blitzes have been given a 
second chance to live. In the free- 
zing cold of the Russian steppes 
and the heat of the Burma jung- 
les, blood serum has been made 
available. The civilian victims of 
Wat's cruelty and many an Allied

“I’d never had any contact with 
the Red Cross until I was wound- 
ed,’ said Lieut. Steinberg, a for- 
mer Kitchener, Ontario boy now 
convalescing at Westminster’ Hos- 
pital in London, Ontario. 


Wounded painfully in the abdo- 
men while with a Canadian divi- 
sion overseas, Lieut. Steinberg was 
operated on at a field ‘ dressing 
station by Major Hillsman of Win- 
nipeg in the R.C.A.M.C So serious 
was his condition that he could 
not be moved for three weeks, Un- 
able to eat, he was given alternate 


injections of blood and glucose, 


“I saw the boys given blood 
sérum,” he said, “I watched it 
pull them oat of shock. Undoubt- 
edly many, many lives were say- 
ed.” His outfit was surrounding a 
Scheldt pocket when he was 
wounded. At the casualty clearing 
station, ten miles back of the big 
guns, he saw the Red Cross girls 
dispensing cigarettes and comforts 


drawing to a successful conclusion, 
the work of the Canadian Red 
Cross will not decrease with the 
surrender. Rather the responsibili- 
ties of the Society will become 
heavier because considerable help 
must be given to the peoples of 
the liberated countries who have 
suffered so much during the per- 
iod of occupation. 


Relief authorities estimate that 
there are over 17,000,000 persons 
destitute and homeless in the fre- 
‘ed areas, Many of them are suffer- 
ing from disease and their children 
are victims of malnutrition. The 
Canadian Red Cross along with 
other relief agencies, have shipped 
clothing and food to these people, 
but more and more must be sent 
if the real victims of war, the civ- 
ilians, are to be saved to help build 
a better world. 


In raising the money for the re- 
lief in the liberated countries, the 


’ Canadian United Allied Relief 


Fund is collaborating with the 
Red Cross so that the maximum a- 
mount for this work can be ob- 
tained as quickly as possible. And 
by adopting this system, one less 
national appeal will be made to the 
Canadian people this year. 


In addition to helping the lib- 
erated nations, the Red Cross must 
continue to provide comforts for 
cur frees, both in the field and in

The lamb was to be eaten by all. 
No one in the household. was ex- 
cused from partaking of the meat 
of the lamb. True, there were 
certain parts that appealed to tho 
palate of some, but were not pre- 
ferred by others, but the whole 
lamb was to be consumed and all 
had to eat thereof no matter of 
which part of the lamb was sel- 
ected by any of the members of 
the household. Again no particu- 
lar reason is advanced in the Bi- 
ble for this peculiar command. We 
again refer ur readers to Christ, 
“the Passover.” 


He is the Word. made flesh ac- 
cording to John I, and we as .the 
household of Christ are to be part- 
ekers. We cannot, and should not 
take one part of the word and 
leave out portions which may or 
may not appeal to our understand. 
ing or reason, or in other words 
to our spiritual palate. The whole 
word of God must be believed in 
and it must be believed in by all 
of us. There are certain passages

The 
parents must eat for themselves. 
Each one for himself, is the slogan 
of the Passover lamb, and again 
each one for himself, is the word 
for thése who Wish to be saved. 
May God help us to see the great 
truth of the hidden meaning of 
this Passover Lamb, And then, a- 
nother very important point was. 
that all of the lamb was to be 
eaten that night. Again, we con- 
fess, we know not why this. was 
@mphasized. And so we will ag- 
ain apply this to our own. lives in

Dormancy in Seeds 


Seeds of some crops will germinate 
within a few days after harvest, 
Others remain dormant for ogee] 
weeks or even months, Seeds of 
* many common weeds may remain 

dormant in the soil for years, despite 
the fact that conditions of moisture, 
temperature and aeration may be 
suitable for germination. Farmers 
often have reason to wish that 
wheat and barley seeds would re- 
main dormant much longer than 
they do, because losses from sprout- 
ing in the stook and swath are 
considerable. Longer spells of wet 
weather are usually required to 
induce oats to germinate in the 
stook. 

The results of a germination test 
should indicate the percentage of 
live. seeds capable of producing 
vigorous seedlings. If some seeds 
remain dormant the germinating 
ability of the sample will be under- 
estimated. For this reason, all 
properly equipped laboratories sub- 
ject seed samples to a pre-chilling 
treatment which usually ‘breaks’ the 
dormancy. 


This year, due to peculiar weather 
conditions, a good many samples 
particularly of oats, have remained 
dormant longer than usual and pre- 
chilling has not always ocaplealy 
overcome the dormancy. After 
usual germination test, dead aon 
can usually be distinguished from 
doreant ones, After finding a good 

dormant seeds, we retested a 
i ber of samples ‘and prolonged 
the pre-chilling period. The germina- 
tion was inereased, sometimes by a 
wide margin. . Our patrons have, of 
course, all been informed. 

Farmers who nade home germina- 
tion tests eorlior in the season and 
obtained poor results should retest.

W.T. Piper, the world’s largest 
manufacturer of light planes told 
the Ontario Air Conference, which 
drew hundreds of delegates from 
municipalities all over Canada to 
a two-day meeting in Hamilton 
last week. that people should not 
expect drastic overnight changes 
in post-war panes. “Aside from 
larger motors and other refine- 
ments there have been few other 
radical changes in air designs in 
the last few years’’ he said. 


_ Piper now 64 learned to fly at 
50, when he first became an air- 
craft manufacturer. 


Newly developed engines for 
light planes were more depend- 


“Present storage rates and gas- 
oline costs for planes are far too. 
high.” These, he predicted, would 
come down, bring flying into poc- 
ket-book range of more’ people, 


“Nobody knows what this war 
has developed in the way of radio 
and electronics,’ he said “When 
they can spot the exact location of 
a submarine miles away in the 
darkness under the water there is 
no reason why they cannot give 
us something which will bring 
planes through poor weather for 
safe landings when visibility is 
limited 


“If aviation is going: anywhere, 
We must have fewer regulations,” 
he said outlining many rules which 
he claimed limited the opportuni- 
ties for private flying. 


“Almost a quarter of the space 
in our cities is devoted to trans- 
portation—on foot and in cars— 
but none to aircraft,’ he said. 
“The average home in the average 
little town has more money  in- 
vested in a spare guest room than 
is needed to build a small airport,’ 
he said. 


‘A telephone is no good if no 
one else has one. One’ airport is 
useless without others to fly to.” 


Charging ‘that there was too 


much control of air traffic, Mr, 
Piper stated that if ground traffic 
were similarly controlled, “you 
could not travel from Boston to 
New York in two months.” 


Canada, with territories greater 
than the United States and fewer 
roads would find the airplane of 
tremendous value. 


“The big airliner can’t go into 
small towns,’ he said. Feeder lin- 
es, he believed would be secondary 
in importance to non-scheduled 
private flying. “Private flying will 
eventually be the cheapest way to 
go,” he added. 


“It took a $25,000 investment in 
a railroad to provide one job, A 
far smaller investment would be 
this in aviation,’ 


Russell L. Gibson, coauthor of 
this column and President of Cub 
Airoraft of Hamilton, introduced 
Mr. Piper as the man who manu- 
factured the first planes to land in 
Sicily, Italy, France and many. of
